*To us, Charlia Thomas Is the prototypical owner. On the one hand he is agreat 
lan, as Is his wife Kittsle, On the other hand, when it comes to running the team, 
he knows that you hire professionals, you support them both emotionally and 
hotbrerd and you demand results from them. He has done that. Under the 
leadership of Charlle Thomas and Ray Patterson, this franchise has been more 
successful each year.” (David Stern, NBA Commissioner). 


Charlla Thomas Is entering his ninth season as owner of he Houston Rockets 
(longer than any of the prior six proprietorships of the team) and he has known 
nothing but success, Consider the following: 


*The Rockets have made the playoffs a franchise best six stralght seasons, 
Including a trip to the Finals In 1986. 


*The Rockets have had a .500 or better record a franchise best six straight 
seasons, 


*The Rockets won a franchise record 51 games In 1985-86. 


*The Rockets have drawn more than 600,000 fans five straight seasons in The 
Summit, that's 97 percant . The Summit has been sold out for 151 of 
the last 182 games Including exhibitions and playolfs—all franchise bests (the 
Rockets averaged 7,491 fans In 1982-83). 


“With Thomas’ help, Houston played host to the NBA's annual All-Star Weekend in 1989; the All-Star game was played in the 
Astrodome before a record crowd of 44,735. 


*Two consecutive “lucky” coln Illps brought Ralph Sampson and perennial All-Pro canter Akeam Olajuwon to the Rockets (1983 
and 1984, respectively). 


“Pivotal member of the expansion committee which brought Charlotte, Miami, Minnesota, Orlando into the NBA. 


The Knoxville, Tenn., native purchased the Rockets In June of 1982 for approximately $9.8 milllon—he has had recent queries 
to purchase the team for $100 million. Thomas received an immediate return on his initial Investment. With a call of *heads* 
(on advice from his youngest daughter Tracy), Houston got the first of what would become back-to-back No. 1 picks and landed 
Ralph Sampson In the 1983 draft. 


“| was familiar with basketball from the standpoint of whal the league was planning on doing,” Thomas said, citing tha Innovative 
salary cap and television plans. “That's whal attracted me, | never thought the NBA would do this. You could never overstate 
the Importance of those two coin flips.” 


Thomas was a quietly successful aulomobile dealer in the summer ol 1982 when he purchased the team with Sidney Shlenker 
(who wenl on to own the Denver Nuggets), with encouragement from current San Antonio Spurs’ owner Red McCombs. He 
brought ¥ Soi evelaner Gary Bradley as a 20 percent owner In 1984 and sold limited partnerships In the remaining 26 
percent of the club. 


His management team Is headed by second-year General Manager Steve Patterson and third-year Head Coach Don Chaney. 


“It's like any other business that you would buy, You want to control who you hire to do the Job and give them certain guidelines 
lo operate Under. Bul sports Is different. Thal same guy who would buy a bank and hire another guy to run it would buy a team 
but want to got Involved. It's your job as owner to replace management, If needed, but not do their job for them,” Thomas said, 
explaining his ownership philosophy. 


The business side of the Rockets has also seen tremendous progress considering the Rockels receive a 49 per cant share of 
the profits of the Arana Operating Company, plus they also have the rights to sell all signage In the arena. A broadcast package 
second to none In pro sports completes the package with all games broadcast on KTRH Radio-740 and In Spanish on KXYZ 
(1920 AM), all road games telecast on KTXH-TY 20 and all home games on Home Sports Entertainment cable, 


Thomas attended the University of Tennessee for two years before he became a Texan in 1956 when he joined an auto agency 
In Corpus Christi. He purchased his first egeony In 1967 in Baytown. He was the 1982 recipient of the "Mr. Sportsman* award 
given by Interfaith Charities, a joint effort of the B’Nal B'rith the Knights of Columbus, and was honoree at the Easter Seals 
Gala In October 1986, He was honored by the City of Housion al its 153rd Anniversary Dinner and Celebration. 


Charlie and his wile of 38 years, Kittsie, reside in Houston. They are the parents of three daughters: Kelly; Robin (Mrs. Daniel) 
Klaes, and Tracy (Mrs. P. Jeffery) Everist. 


GARY BRADLEY 
Vice-Chairman of the Board 


An Austin real estate developer, Gary Bradlay, Is currenily developing Austin’s largest 
master-planned community—Circle C Ranch. Bradley is a self-confessed basketball 
fanatic who bought Into the Houston Rockels, Aug. 15, 1984 and now owns 
approximately 25 per cent. Charlie Thomas remains (he team’s majority shareholder 
and general partner with a 54 per cent Interest while the remaining 21 per cant is shared 
by 30 limited partners. Both Thomas and Bradley are sean quite frequently at Rockels 
out of town games In addition to the home contests. Bradley, 40, is anative of Amherst, 
a town of 825 located 50 miles northwest of Lubbock. He been an Austin resident 
the last 20 years since enrolling at the University of Texas where he received his degree 
In finance, Since graduation he has been involved In the Austin real estate markel.

E.C. ("Ed*) Schmidt ll was named the fourth president in franchise 
history by owner Charlie Thomas on Sept. 1, 1990. Schmidt 
succeeds Ray Patterson — the Rockets’ Chief Executive Officer 
from 1972 through 1990. 


“| think that Steve and Ed, having worked together the last eight 
ears, will really complement each other with Steve handling the 
ketball operations and Ed the financial matters of the club,” 
Thomas sald, “I think It will be a great combination, | am looking 
for great things from both of them.” 


Schmidt ts no stranger to the Rockets’ organization having served 
in a number of capacities since Thomas bought the team in 1982. 
Most recently, he has served as Vice President-Finance, Corporate 
Secretary and General Counsel, He has also been responsible for 
relations with the limited pariners who were brought into the 
Rockets’ partnership In 1984 to expand the the franchise's 
presence In the Houston business community. He recently 
completed the renegotiation of the franchise debt with First City 
Texas-Houston. 

“| look forward to Working with General Manager Steve Patterson, 
and offer any support | can,” Schmidt said. “My relationship with 
both Ray and Steve has been rewarding and informative.” 


Schmidt, who has been Charlie Thomas' attorney and CPA for over 10 years, has a wide range of business experience, including 
fepresenting Thomas’ business interests In the Caribbean and Far East In the early 1980s, He is a former director of South 
Main Bank, First Texas Savings, Gibraltar Savings and a number of other businesses operated by Thomas. He also was a tax 


accountant for Arthur Anderson & Co., from 1975 to 1979,

STEVE PATTERSON 
General Manager 


Steve Patterson became the Houston Rockets’ fourth General Manager on 
Sept. 11, 1989, Patterson, 33, Is the youngest GM In the NBA—plus this 
marks the first tlme a father (Ray) and son have combined to run a team as 
President and General Manager. Patterson had been the Rockets‘ 
President and General Manager since May 1, 1972. 


Patterson Is beginning his seventh fulltime season with the Rockets, having 
served as Counsel to the President the last five years. Patterson has been 
Involved In most every aspect of the club. He Is responsibe for all business 
aspects of the franchise, Including the team's marketing and merchandising, 
negotiation of player contracts, working with the NBA's legal department, 
negotiations for lease screen plus negotiating television and cable 
contracts (such as the six-year contract with Home Sports Entertainment 
signed In 1989), and doing all the salary cap permutations for the trades made 
In the last two years. 


His lirst season as GM was highlighted with the acquisition of Vernon Maxwell 
from San Antonio for cash—the Rockets were 23-29 at the time and finished 
18-12, keeping the franchise record streak of ,5600+ seasons and playofi 

cas Intact at six; plus turning the Rockets’ one drat selection (12th 
overall) intotwo picks with a draft-night trade with Miam/that gave the Rockets 
rights to Dave Jamerson and Cari Herrera. 


Patterson literally started on the ground floor as he sold Rockels’ season 
tickels and helped In olher areas during tha summer months trom 1976 ‘ 
through 1983, 


Upon earning his Law Degree from the University of Texas (1984), he became Counsei to the President tor ihe Rockets and 
was put in charge of marketing—he also was group ticket sales manager. He took over the business operations In 1986. 


Upon coming to the Rockets on a tulltime basis, Patterson Installed a computer network In the front office that handles all the 
team’s ticketing operations as well as word processing, accounting, scouting and salary cap Information. This system has been 
ot great assistance In the Rockets maintaining the NBA's highest season-ticket base (over 14,000 seats) the last five seasons, 
Patterson helped coordinate the Rockets’ successful bid for the 1989 NBA All-Star game played in the Astrodome (Feb. 12, 
1989). Under Patterson's direction the Rockets have developed a five-state, 19-statlon radio network anchored by the 
50, ship KTRH (740 AM). Last season the Rockets became one o! only three teams to broadcast! all ol lis games 
In Spanish on KXYZ (1320 AM) as @ way of reaching Houston's long ignored Spanish speaking population. 


Patterson graduated trom Dulles High School (Houston) In May of 1975, where he started on the basketball team (ranked fifth 
In Texas) his senior year. Patterson, born Sept. 21, 1957 in Beaver Dam, Wis., then attended the University of Texas where he 
graduated with honors, earning a bachelor’s degree |In business administration with a concentration In marketing In December, 
1980, Then he attended UT’s Law Schoo! where he graduated in 1984, and was admitted to the Texas Bar, Nov. 2, 1984.

Ray Patterson announced his retirement as President of the 
Houston Rockets, Sept. 1, to concentrate on his joint venture with 
Rockets’ owner Charlie Thomas to bring a hockey team to 
Houston.” 


Patterson has been the Rockets’ chief operating officer for 18 
years—22 years total in the NBA. He has served the last sight 
years under club owner Thomas, his longest lerm under the same 
Colangelo el Phoenix, surpassed onl by led Auerbeah’s 3 Yours 

at a) on C) ears 
with Boston. Of those In the league hon Patterson started with 
Milwaukee and at Phoenix in 1968, the only remaining 
owner Is Abe Pollin of Washington. 


His 33-year-old son, Steve, Was promoted to General Manager on 
Sept. 13, 1989 giving the Rockets the first father-son duo to run an 
NBA franchise as President and GM. 


Several distinctions belong to Patterson during his NBA tenure. He 
Is the only General Manager In the league's 43 years to have two 
different franchises In the World Championship series. His 1971 
Milwaukee Bucks captured the championship In the quickest leap, 
ihre years, from expansion to championship in pro sports history. 
His 1981 and 1986 Rockets lost In the finals to the Boston Celtics, 
Only a handful of front office chiefs have been to the finals three times, Patterson's 22 teams have earned 15 playoff berths, 
Including 10 of the last 12 seasons—only the Lakers, Boston and Milwaukee have bean more times during this same period. 


His teams have won four division and three conference championships. 


This success on the court Is also reflected at the gate as the Rockets have sold out 151 of their last 182 home games (this 
Includes exhibition and playoff games). Houston has drawn more than 600,000 fans five straight seasons, and It broke its 
single-season atlendance record a fourth-straight year with 681,051 fans in 1987-88. Patterson has helped cultivate a following 
for the team from an attendance low of 3,855 per game In 1973-74 to 1987-88's record sellout mark of 16,611 (the first year In 
franchise history every home game sold oul). The last six Rockets’ jeams have become members of an alite group of NBA 
franchises to combine for over a million In home and road attendance, 


Patterson has been the unifying force behind the Rockets In Houston, Joining the team In 1972 in Its second season In Texas. 
He was President and General Manager from May 1, 1972 through Sept, 10, 1989. 


Under Patterson, the Rockets have an aggressive marketing package which supplements one of the finest broadcast packages 
In prosports, All games are broadcast on the 19-statlon radio network which includes Houston flagship statlon KTRH Radio-740; 
games are also broadcast In Spanish on KXYZ (1320 AM). Long-range agreements have been signed for the telecast of all road 
games oe pasted 20 and all home games on Home Sporis Entertainment cable. The Rockets also own the rights to sell 
signage in the arena. 


Fortune Magazine ranked the values of pro sports teams, and listed the Rockets among the Top Eight in the NBA—recent 
queries al purchasing the tranchise have been $100 million—teflective of market size, management, marketing and 
competitiveness. An indication of just how far Patterson has guidad this franchise is the Rockets* total attendance In 1973-74 
was 158,059, with the highest ticket priced at $6, 


Born in Lafayette, IN, Patterson holds Bachelor and Masters degrees from the University of Wisconsin where he was a four-year 
varsity basketball letter winner. He was team captain and MVP his final two seasons, and as a senior edged Arnie Risen of

Don Chaney. who became the elghth head coach In the Rockets' 24-year 
history on June 13, 1988, has shown he has the Winning touch In his two 
seasons al the helm. 


Consider the following: 


Chaney Is the only coach In (ranchise history to own .500+ records In each of 
his lirst two seasons. 


Hals the only Rockets’ coach to win 30+ (31 each) home games In consecullve 
seasons; the Rockets have had a .600+ record In 10 of his 12 months as 
coach—another franchise bes!. 


Ha has done all this by stressing defense. Over the last two seasons {he 
Rockets have allowed opponents to shoot only .466 from the fiel¢—only Detrolt, 
Utah and Phoenix have lower marks; the Rockets have averaged 46.5 rebounds 
pe game over the last two seasons—the highest in the NBA. His teams have 

ald Opponents to lass than 50 percent shooting from the field in 118 games, 
winning 78 times; the Rockets have held opponents to less than 100 points 49 
times In the last two seasons—winning 40 of these games, 


Last season's team finished 41-41, despite the fifth highest player games ——d = 
missed due to Injuries total In the NBA (177). Houston, which had a 500+ record and playoff appearance lor a lranchise besi 
sixth straight season, yleided only 105.3 points per game—the lowest yield since 1976-77 (104.8). The Rockets recorded a 
franchise record 809 steals, plus they grabbed their highest rebound total (47.0 per game) since 1976-77 (47.4). 


Chaney's first team finished 45-37 In 1988-89, one game ol! the 1987-88 pace, but thera were drastic Improvements: 1) Houston 
finished 2nd In the Midwest Division after placing fourth In 1987-88; 2) Houston was 19-11 vs the Midwest as comparad to 13-17 
In 1987-88; 3) Houston was 8-7 In road games vs the Midwest alter going 3-12 In 1987-88; 4) Houston didn't havea losing racord 
during any month of the season—a franchise first. Houston picked up defensive Intensity as it limited opponents to less than 
100 points 23 times as compared to 17 In 1987-88—plus Ihe Rockels were 40-20 In games they held opponents to less than 
50 percent shooting trom the field as compared to 37-24 in 1987-88. 


Looking al Chaney's background, his accomplishments shouldn't be a surprise. 


The former University of Houston star (1965-68) was an assistant coach at Allantain 1987-88, He was the Los Angeles Clippers’ 
head coach (1985-87), an assistant coach for the Clippers (1983-85), and an assistant at Detroit (1980-83) aller ending a 
professional career thal spanned 12 seasons (1968-80), 


Atlanta General Manager Stan Kasten had this to say about (he 43-year-old Chanay, “Whan we hired him we couldn't expect 
to keep him long. He's a tine coach and one of the warmest, most wonderful human beings you will aver be around, Chaney's 
personality Is very py aie His sincerity Is why he gets along so wall with playars. It's one of he maln reasons he will be 
very, Vary successful In Houston.” 


Chaney played 11 seasons In the NBA, one In the ABA atter baling the 12th pick In the first round of the 1968 draft by Boston, 
Ghaney spent seven seasons with the Celtics (1968-75), before playing one season with the St, Louls Spirlts (1975-76), He 
returned to the NBA In 1976-77 with the Los Angeles Lakers and then was traded back to Boston In December ol 1977 where 
he finished his career. 


Allva-time second-team All-NBA defensive selection, Chaney Is the anly player in Cellics’ history to have played with Bill Russell 
and Larry Bird. Boston, Chaney's favorite team as a youngster, won the NBA title In his rookie season (1969), Which was the 
last ime a team had won consecutive champlonships until ihe Lakers accomplished this feat In 1986-87 and 1987-88. 


Midway through his second season, Chaney teamed with Jo Jo While as the starting guards and they helped lead Boston to an 
NBA championship In 1974. After his one season at St. Louls, the ABA was no more and four teams joined the NBA—St. Louis 
folded, Chaney signed with the LA Lakers as a free agent. That Lakers' team lost to Portland and the Wallon Gang In the 
Western Conierence finals. 


Los Angeles traded Chaney and Kermit Washington to Boston for Charlla Scott In December 1977. Near the end of his final 
season, 1979-80, a hamstring Injury sidelined him for the year, Boston's coach, Bill Fitch, asked Chaney to go scout an opponent. 


“Tho interest to coach started there,” the Baton Rougs, LA, native sald. 


He Is beginning his 2ard year in pro basketball, and pone a rich background in the game. Consider a few of his former 
teammates—Kareem Abdul-Jabbar, Moses Malone, John Haviicak, Dave Cowens. He roomed with Don Nelson In Boston and 
played for Jarry West In Los Angeles. 


\( all started In Baton Rouge where he played for McKinley High's Carl Stawart where he averaged 26 points a game his senlor 
season. Then he, and Elvin Hayes became the first blacks to play basketball at University of Houston in 1964. The Cougars 
controlled the town during a three-year span thai saw the Hayes-Chaney duo lead them to an 81-12 record and two Final Four 
appearances. UH was ranked No. 1 In the nation In 1968 and Won 31 straight games belore losing to UCLA In the national 
semifinals. 


Chaney and Hayes were also part of collage basketball history on Jan. 20, 1968 In the Astrodome when they led the Cougars 
lo 2 71-69 win over UCLA Io take over the No. 7 ranking In the nation. This was the first regular-season major college game ta 
be nationally televised, plus il was the largest regular-sason crowd (52,693) to witness a college game. Chaney played all 40 
minutes, scored 11 points, had six rebounds and made three key steals In the last five minutes to help pull out the win. 

“The UCLA game stands out more than anything,” Chany sald af his entire basketball career, | run into peopla who remember 
me (or thal—and | played 12 years (in the pros).” 

Chaney was a second-team AP, UPI All-America selection his senior season, 

Ha lists among his hobbies, fishing, racquetball, restoring antique cars, skydiving and riding cutting horses.

Melchiorra Is In his fourth season with the Rockets, his 20th in professional 
basketball after becoming only the second trainer/Araveling secretary In 
Houston Rockets’ history in August 1887, He succeeded Dick Vander- 
voort who passed away July 4, 1987 while at his farm in Maryland, Prior 
to Joining Houston, Melchiorre spent eight seasons with Boston, six with 
the Buffalo Braves and two with the Pittsburgh Condors (ABA). His 
tlexability program resulted in a dramatic reduction of muscle strains and 
related Injuries over his tenure with Boston. He was only the fifth trainer 
In the 42-year history of the Celtics. The Philadelphia native is a 1970 
graduate of Bethel (McKenzie, TN) College, where he was head trainer 
and baseball coach for four years, Melchiorre is a member of the National 
Athletic Trainers Association and licensed Texas Athletic Trainer Associa- 
tlon. He has taught athletic injury courses al the University of Buffalo, 
Canisius College and Buffalo State College. During the summer Ray 
continues his work and stays busy with camps throughout the United 
States—plus making speaking appearances. Melchlorre was the East's 
trainer for the 1983 NBA All-Star game, and was the host trainer for the 
1989 game In Houston, Ray and his wife Liz reside in Houston. They 
have a son, Michael and two daughters, Kathy and Lisa.

The “Greatest Rocket of Them All" returned Feb. 3, 1989 as the team's 
shooting coach and to work In community relations. He Is in his first year 
as color commentator on KT XH-TV 20's road telacasts of Rackets games, 
plus he Is In his second season as on-court reporter for home games on 
HSE. Calvin Murphy, the franchise's all-time leading scorer and one of 
two Rockets to have his number retired (lormer teammate and fellow 
coach Rudy Tomjanovich Is the other), works with the younger players, 
plus he gives speeches and clinics while wearing his community relations 
hat. Murphy scored 17,949 points In 1,002 games—all with Houston 
(1970-83). The former Niagara All-America still holds the NBA record for 
most consecutive {ree throws made (78, Dec. 27, 1980 - Feb. 28, 1981), 
and highest FT percentage in one season (.958, 206-215, 1980-81), 
Murphy led the NBA In free throw percentage twice (1981, 1983), and 
finished among the Top Five nine other times—including second on eight 
occasions. Murphy (5) and Rick Barry (7) are the only two players in 
league history to have shot .900 or better from the line in five or more 
seasons. The Norwalk, Conn., native Is one of only two Rockets to have 
ranked among the Top 10 In four different statistical categories in one 
season (Akeem Olajuwon 1987-90 is the other). He still owns the Rockets’ 
single-game scoring record of 57 points vs New Jersey on March 18, 
1978—he was 24-40 from the field, 9-12 trom tha line. Murphy was named

to the NBA All-Rookie team in 1971 after being drafied by the Rockets in the second round (18th pick overall). His greatest 
singla season came in 1977-78 when he averaged 25.6 points in 76 games, He averaged belter than 20 points a game In five 
seasons (Ihree consecutive, 1978-80). Murphy averagad In double figuras every season he played—professionally, in college 


and high school, 


Calvin averaged 33.1 points In 77 games lor Niagara—he averaged 48.9 poinis In 19 freshman games In 1966-67. Murphy Is

NBA PERSONNEL FACTS 


TRADING DEADLINE: The trading deadline is the 16th Thursday of the season. This season itis Feb. 
21, 1991 al 9:00 PM (EST). From that point to the end of the regular season, player additions must be 
made through the waiver procedure, or by signing free agents. 


ACTIVE LIST: The maximum number of active players is 12, the minimus is 11. At no time shall a team 
be permitted to dress fewer than eight players for a regular-season game or nine for a playoff game. 
During the offseason and training camp, teams may carry no more than 20 active players. 


INJURED LIST: A player transferred to the injured list due to injury or illness, must stay there for no 
fewer than five games. A maximum of three (3) players may be carried on a team's injured list. 


TEN-DAY CONTRACT: On or after the 55th day following the first game, a team may sign a player to 
a 10-day contract. This procedure may be used only to replace a player assigned to the injured list. 
No player may be signed to more than two 10-day contracts. 


WAIVERS: From August 15 to the end of the regular season, clubs may claim waived players within 
48 hours after notice. Players waived any other time, may be claimed within 10 days. If no teams claim 
the waived player, he becomes a free agent. If more than one club claims a waived player, the one 
with the lesser record at that time claims the player, 


GUARANTEED CONTRACT DATE: One the 56th day of the regular season, all player contracts 
become guaranteed for the remainder of the season—this season itis Dec. 27. 


RENUNCIATION OF AMATEUR ELIGIBILITY: A person whose high school class has graduated shall 
become eligible for the two-round college draft if he renounces his intercollegiate basketball eligibility 
by written notice to the NBA at jeast 45 days prior to the draft and must be at least 17-years-old. Prior 
to 45 days before the draft, teams may not make director indirectcontact with players who have eligibility 
left. Clubs may contact players without remaining eligibility, but may not discuss compensation.

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THE SUMMIT 


The Houston Rockets have called The Summit homo since the building first opaned in 1975. The Summit, which 
seats 16,279 for Rockets’ games and better than 17,000 lor other events, Is located on a seven-acre site nonh of 
the Southwest Freeway, between Edloe and Timmons streeis—approximately (our miles from downtown. 


Houston has compiled a 405-210 (.659) racord in 15 seasons (25-20 In the playoffs) since the lirst game was played 
on Nov, 2, 1975 vs Milwaukes—a 104-89 Houston win. The Rockets have sold out 151 of the last 182 home dates 
Including exhibitions and playoffs; taking a streak of 3 consecutive sallouts Into thelr 16th Summit season. Houston 
has drawn better than 700,000 four of the last five seasons (including playolls), averaging 16,000 per game. Tha 
Rockets top season was 1987-88 when they sold out evary exhibition, regular-season and playolf gama. 


The Rockets will call The Summit home through the year 2,003 alter signing a seven-year extension on their lease 
in October 1988. The Rockets also have exclusive control of the signage in the arena, telavision production of 
Rockets’ games, program advertising and sales. 


The site was donated to the City of Houston by Greenway Plaza, Kenneth Schnitzer, Chairman of the Board. 
Construction of The Summit begen In late 1973 following approval by the Houston City Council In October that year. 
Construction was financed by the sale of $18 million al first mortgage ravanua bonds. Under terms of a 30-year 
contract with the city, he operator of The Summil ls the Arena Operaling Company, Mike McGee, president. 


The bullding, 427-lael long by 312-feel wide, offers unobstructed viewing from seats on two major levels and from 
20 plush private Summit suites located above the upper promenade level. Maximum distance of any spectator trom 
the arena floor Is 128 feet, 


Some other features of the buliding, which has more than 2 million patrons attend 175 events annually, Include two 
20-feat wide by 15-feet high TelScreans suspended at each end of the arena; 55 Sony television monitors located 
throughout the concourse so patrons will not miss anything going on Inside the arena; two 100-foot auxiliary 
scoreboards added In 1988 to the fascia at midcourt of the upper promenade (on both sides)—which also has 
message boards to keep patrons up-to-date on happenings In the NBA. 


There are 12 hotels and 25 restaurants within a 2-mile radius of the bullding. The Summil Is within 40 minutes of 
Houston's two major airports, Houston Intercontinental and Willlam P, Hobby.

Elvin Hayes was inducted into the Naismith Basketball Hall of Fame (Springfield, 
Mass.) on May 15, 1990...the Big E was the No. 1 pick in the 1968 NBA Draft by the 
San Diego Rockets and spent his first four seasons with the franchise—including the 
team's first in Houston (1971-72)...Hayes finished his career with the Rockets 
(1981-84) after spending nine seasons with Washington...Hayes, the first to play

and fourth all-time leading rebounder (16,279)...one other former Rocket, Rick Barry,
